Nothing  brings  to  the  mind 
in  a  more  striking  manner  the  weakness  of 
human  flesh,  than  tha  passing  away  into  the 
utter  helplessness  of  death  of  one  who  has 
braved  all  of  its  terrors  and  shown  himself 
a  superior  among  his  fellow  men.

Commander  Cushing,  bom  in  Wisconsin, 
Nov;  4th,  1842,  was  at  the  time  of  his  deat  h 
83  years  of  aae.  He  entered  the  Naval 
Academy  from  New  Y<#k  Sept.  25th,  1857, 
but  resigned  in  1858  ;  he  returned  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  at  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion, 
and  his  record  since  that  time  is  a  matter  of 
brilliant  history  that  will  claim  the  ailmira- 
tiou  of  the  world  for  centuries  to  come:

On  the  22 i/d  of  Octolter,  1864.  a  commis¬ 
sion  as  Lieut.  Commander  was  issued  to  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  During  the  years  of 
1866  and  1867  he  was  attached  to  the  flag¬ 
ship  Lancaster  of  the  Pacific  Squadron.  Iu 
1868  and  1860  he  commanded  the  steamer 
Maumee  of  the  Asiatic  Squadron.  His 
last  cointnuud  was  that  of  the  Wyomiug, 
during  which  time  he  cut  the  alleged 
filibustering  steamer  “Gen.  Sherman,”  out 
of  the  harbor  of  Aspiuwall,  and  sent  her  to 
thc-Uuited  States  in  charge  of  9 prize  crew. 
Ou  hearing  of  the  “Virginias”  slaughter,  he 
proceeded  immediately,  without  awaiting 
urders,  to  Cuba,  and  demanded  an  interview 
with  the  butcher  BnrrieL  This  was  granted, 
aud  that  official  received  Cushing  in  his 
usual  swaggering  aud  bullying  manner,  and 
in  the  midst  of  a  ranting  speech  against  the 
interference  of  the  American  Government, 
lm  was  interrupted  by  CusbiDg,  who,  look¬ 
ing  him  straight  iu  the  face  with  his  KVen 
blue  eye  and  fixing  his  hand  upon  the!  hilt 
of  his  revolver  said  :  “Gen.  Burriel/  this 
conduct  may  suft  your  subjects  but  it  does 
not  suit  an  officer  of  the  United  States 
Navy.  I  must  know  positively,  aud  immsdi - 
u/Wy,  are  you  going  to  kill  any  more  of  the 
crew  of  the  Virginius  ?  Give  an  answer.  I 
will  not  be  insulted  again.  ”  Burrial,  amazed 
and  cowed,  replied,  rather  more  quietly 
than  he  hod  before,  “I  will  uot  shoot  any 
more  without  further  trial,”  and  the  inter¬ 
view  ended. 

With  regard  to  the  causes  which  led  to 
his  death  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  last 
October,  Capt.  Cushing  became  subject  to 
attacks  of  sciatica,  though  he  had  pre¬ 
viously  suffered  from  this  affection  in  the 
Gulf.  Last  November  an  unusually  severe 
attack  seized  him  which  left  him  prostrate. 
From  this  his  course  was  steadily  down¬ 
ward,  until  his  death.  His  funeral  was  at¬ 
tended  by  all  the  high  dignitaries  in  tLie 
city.

A  sad  accident  occurred  on  Saturday, 
afternoon  at  a  place  called  Browers  town, 
three  miles  from  Paterson,  by  which  three 
childreu  belonging  to  Mrs.  *  Eliza 
V reeland,  a  widow,  were  drowned.  The 
mother  had  gone  to  Paterson  market,  aud 
left  the  children  in  charge  of  an  old  man 
named  Thomas  More,  who  was  unable  to 
persuade  them  to  remain  in  the  house,  which 
is  situated  ou  the  edge  of  the  Morris  Canal. 
The  ehihlreu  went  to  sink*  on  the  ice  and 
happened  to  goon  a  weak  place,  where  they 
id!  went  down.  They  had  lieeu  out  about 
three  hours  before  the  old  man  suspected 
there  was  anything  wrong,  and  when  he 
raised  the  alarm  the  children  were  nowhere 
to  be  found.  After  considerable  search  a 
man  named  Henry  Lambert  observed  a  lit¬ 
tle  red  sbuwl  beneath  the  ice,  a  few  feet  from 
a  spot  were  it  had  been  broken.  He  then 
broke  the  ice  further,  aud  diving  down  found 
the.  two  little  girls.  Katie  and  Ellen,  aged  re¬ 
spectively  eight  an«l  seven  years,  locked  in  a 
death  embrace.  Going  down  again,  he  found 
the  little  boy,  who  appeared  to  have  drifted 
for  some  distance,  aliout  twenty  yards  fnr- 
th«  r  up  the  canal.  A  reporter  visited  the  scene 
of  the  calamity  yesterday  morning.  It  was 
a  pitiable  sight  to  see  I  he  mother  reclining 
over  the  deceased  children  and  imploring 
them  to  speak  to  her.  The  coroner,  after 
hearing  the  facts,  did  uot  consider  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  hold  an  iuquest,  though  no  one  saw 
the  accident.  The  father  of  the  children,  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Vreeland,  died  feboufc  four  years 
ago,  appointing  Father  McNulty,  of  Pater¬ 
son,  their  gu  irdian.
